Priest self-propelled gun, 
Settlements in the north can now 
hot only cope with many routine 
security problems but are 
equipped to play a vital defence 
role in any full-scale war that may 
develop. 
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IN MANY PARTS of the northern 
border it is difficult to create a ge- 
cond line of defence. Places like 
Metulla, Misgav Am and Manara 
are the first and the last line, 
Should Syria decide that a war on 


she might still try an attack on 
this line with a large force 
employing armour, artillery and 
helicopters. 

Syrian infantry, alrborne units 
and commandos based in 
southern Lebanon could pose a 
dangerous threat to the Galilee. 
There !s almost no way of defen- 
ding the Hule Valley if parts of 
the Galilee border mountains are 
not in our hands. Despite the 
depth of the Syrian breakthrough 
in October, 1973, the IDF were still 
able to reorganize, and out- 
manoeuvre the enemy. But any 
Penctration to a much smaller 
depth along the Lebanese border 
— even as little as one kilometre 
In some places — would be a far 
greater hazard. 

This fact is not generally known 
In the country, but it 1s no secret to 
the inhabitants of the northern: 
scttlements, who are only too well 
aware that they may become the 
fietd of a fateful battle. Everyone 
In Israel ls used to the idea of 
massive threats from the Golan or 
Sinai; bul it is time wo all realized 
the possible threat from the 
Lebanese border. Some of the 
settlements here are just as im- 
portant as an army stronghold on 
the Golan. The matn difference Is 
that the people lead their dally 
lives closer to the enemy than in 


Helghta. 


A BYRIAN THREAT to use the 
northern frontier as ἃ 
battloground could also spread to 
the south, to Jordan. General 
Winter docs not have such ἃ vital 
impact on our border with the 
Hashemite Kingdom as he does on 
the Golan, and the Syrians could 
start hostilities there with no 
great difficulty, leaving the 
Heights untouched. 

Three reserve generals — Aluf 
Meir Amit, Aluf Dan Laner and 
Aluf Eahu Ben-Hur -- attended 
Giacussion on security which took 
place at Kiryat Shmona a few 
weeks ago. They all agreed that In 
case the Syriana decide on the 
military option, it is essential to 
have strong Isracli forces ready to 
take on both the Jordanians and 
the Egyptians, cven though not ἃ 
shot 15 flred on elther of those 
fronts.

THE LAST COAT of paint on the

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On a recent visit to her family in Tokyo, KINUE WEINSTEIN, a member of The Post's Jerusalem staff, took time out to investigate 
the subject of Jews living in Japan. They are, she discovered, much like Jews in the West. Here is her report in words and pictures. 


MENTION the Jewish community 
in Japan and exotic images are 
kely to come to mind — eating 
gefilte fish with chopsticks, a rab- 
bl dressed in a kimono, or a Bar- 
mitzva in a rock garden. None of 
this, of course, is close to the truth 
of everyday Jewish life in the Far 
East; but the very fact that there 
{s an organized community in the 
Land of the Rising Sun that is 
much like Jewish communities all 
over the world, may, perhaps, be 
the real surprise. 

“There's no such thing as 
Japanese Jews,’ stresses Mr. 
Bernard Valier, vice-president in 
charge of religious and 
educational affairs in the Takyo 
community, who has lived in 
Japan for 17 years. ‘‘Rather, there 
are Jews living In Japan who are 
not much different from Jews liv- 
{ng in occidental countries.” 

For {ts size, the Tokyo com- 
munity Is one of the most-written 
about in the world. According to 
Mr. Valier, the articles and books 
have sometimes succumbed to 
flights of fancy. One of the most 
frequent misconceptions ts the 
identification of Makuya, the 
pro-Terael neo-Christian sect, as 
Japanese Jews. 

About 150 Jewish fumilica arc 
currently living in the Tokyo area, 
Most of the permanent residents 
originate from Russia, and reach- 
ed Japan vin Shanghai, having 
left China αὐλοῦ the Communists 
Game to power [ἢ 1048. In addition, 
here are Jewish busincasmen 

. Who have been sent to Japan by 
their companies, as well as 
Taraelis working for the Embussy 
or connected with Iaraeli business 
Coneerna. As Mr. Valier polnted 
out with a alight smile, the main

A Jewish cemetery, 
with over 50 tombstones dating 
between 1880 and 1910, has been 
discovered there. Jt was acciden- 
tally located by Rabbi Marvin 
Tokayer while he was looking for 
the site of the original synagogue. 

Rabb! Tokayer has been with 
the Tokyo community since 1968, 
From 1962 to 1964 he had served ag 
chaplain at the U.S. Alr Force 
base in Kyushu, Japan's southern- 
most island. Hunting for old syn- 
agogues is only part of the 
research he has done while In the 
Far East. On a recent trip to 
Taiwan, for instance, he met with 
the Inst survivor of the Chinese 
Jewish community, He has also 
found records of Marranos who 
fled from Spain to the Philippines 
in the 16th century. 


RABBI TOKAYER hopes to use 
the material he has collected for a 
history of the Jews in the Far 
East. He {s particularly interested 
in Japanese policy towards the 
Jews during the 1930s and 1940s. 
The Japancse, apparently in- 
fluenced by the myth of the 
worldwide Jewish conspiracy as 
presented In the Protocols of the 
Riders of Zion (which was 
translated into Japanese), paid 
much attention to “the Jewish 
problem.'' Two top scerct 
documents of the Japanese 
Foreign Ministry dating from 1939 
which have come Into Rabbi 
Tokayer's posscasion elaborate on 
Japanose Intentions. The 
Japanese authorities planted 
many spies among the Jows living 
in Shanghai, and Rabbi Tokayer 
recently interviewed a spy they 
sent to Palestine to gather Infor- 
mation on Zionism. 

The Japanese plan was ΒῈ- 
prisingly simple: Establish a 
homeland for the Jews in 
Manchuria near the border with 
Russia. The reasoning behind this 
idea was twofold. First, a large 
clvilian population would serve as 
a buffer in the event of a war with 
Russta. (It will be remembered 
that the Russians were already es- 
tablishing a Jewish autonomous 
district — Birobijan — on their 
side of the border). Second, the 
Japanese, overestimating the in- 
fluence of the Jews in America, 
thought that they could win the 
frtendship of the U.S. Government 
by providing @ shelter for the 
Jewish refugees from Europe. 
Negotiations over this plan were 
conducted at high levels before

on the Talmud, Among the rabbi's 
many books Is one on the facts and 
fictlon surrounding the theory 
that the Japanese are onc of the 
ten lost tribes. 

There is also a steady, if 
limited, interest in the study of 
Hebrew among Japanese. There 
are perhaps several thousand peo- 
pie throughout the country who 
have a working knowledge of 
Hebrew, acquired either through 
living on a kibbutz in Jsrael or by 
studying at the Community Cen- 
tre in Tokyo. Other Japanese have 
become acquainted with Israel 
through the activities of the 
Tsrael-Japan Friendship Society. 


MEMBERS of the Jewish com- 
munity experience much the 
same difficulties and enjoy much 
the same benefits as other 
Westerners iiving in Japan. 
Kashrut is mainly a problem of 
expense, as the meat has to be im- 
ported, but only a few families are 
atrictly kosher. The restaurant at 
the Tokyo Community Centre is 
kosher-style and up until a few 
months ago there was a 
delicatessen in the city. 

Some special security 
arrangements have been made, 
but this fortunately has not been a 
problem. The Community Centre 
happens to he located next to a 
police box, and protection is 
provided for holiday services. The 
authorities also pass on to the 
community leaders any warnings 
they recolve of possible terrorist 
activity. 

The number of Jews in the 
Tokyo area has remained fairly 
stablo over the past few years, 
although there is a alight 
downward trend. Because of the 
recession, foreign companies are 
starting to replace represen- 
tatlves from the home office with 
Jocal staff. Meanwhile, the 
children of the permanent 


. residents usually study abroad, 


where they often meet their mates 
and settle down,

“YOU ARE perhaps more Jewish 
than you think,"’ the French 
author Bernard Lazare wrote on 
May 17, 1901, to Alfred Dreyfus 
who, despite his part in the 
famous :ffaire, did not ascribe 
much importance to his Jewish 
descent. Lazarec's Ictter is now In 
the Jewish National and Universi- 
ty Library in Jerusalem. 

It may be recalled that in 1804, 
Captain Dreyfus, the only Jewish 
member of the French General 
Staff, was sentenced to life {m- 
priaonment for having passed on 
secret information to the German 
Military Attaché in Paris, and 
was deported to French Guyana. 
Though in 1808 a certain Colonel 
Henry admitted having forged the 
document which was the sole 
material evidence against 
Dreyfus, this only resulted in a 
reduction of the sentence to ten 
years’ Imprisonment, followed by 
a pardon “because of extenuating 
circumstances."' Dreyfus’ final 
rehabilitation by the French 
Supreme Court and his reinstate- 
ment as a major in the Army only 
came after a long icgal struggle 
in July 1906. 

Bernard Lazare's letter was an 
acknowledgment of a copy of 
Dreyfus‘ book “Five Years of My 
Life" — an account of his terrible 
experiences on Devil's Island, 
originally a home for lepers off 
the coast of Guyana. It formed 
part ofthe memorabilia presented 
to the National Library recently 
by Alfred Dreyfus’ 82-ycur-old 
daughter, Mme. Jeanne Levy. She 
and her son, Dr. Jean Louis Levy, 
8 physician at the Pasteur 
Instituto, came to Israel to hand 
over the documents personally. 

The 16 hitherto publicly un- 
known documents and autographs 
supploment the Dreyfusiana 
already collected by the 
Jerusalem Library. ‘These are of 
chormous Importance to the 
Jewish people, for it was the 
Dreyfus affair that helped turn 
Theodor Herz} into n Zionist. 


SOME OF the documents 
Presented by Mme. Levy shed 
light on prison regulations on 
Devil's Island. A Ictter to Mine.

thought to the problem of anti-

champions. 

In 1896 he published a brochure 
enutled ‘A juridical error; the 
truth about the Dreyfus affair" 
which was followed in 1899 by a se- 
cond, well-documented appeal: 
“How an innocent man is being 
condemned — the accusation 
against Captain Dreyfus.” Like 
Emile Zola, who joined him sub- 
sequently, Lazare played no small 
part In arousing world public opi- 
nion and in starting the long fight 
for justice, 

'The letter we now have in our 
national archives was obviously to 
make Dreyfus more conscious of 
his Jewishness: 

κι νοι! are perhaps more 
Jewish than you think," he wrote, 
“through your indefatigable hope, 
your belief In the power of the 
good, accompanied, however, by 
your power of fatalistio reaigna- 
tion. This duality is In line with the 
indestructible tradition which you 
have Inherited from your people 
and which has given you atrength. 
If you had been a Chriatian, you 
probably would have placed your 
trust in divine justice — being a 
Jew, you have fought for your life 
yoursclf and also for the victory of 
justice, which, I hope, will not 
keep us walting too long and for 
which we will work together..." 

In fact, Lazare died in 1908, two 
years after this letter, but Dreyfus 
did not learn the lesson his friend 
had tried to teach him, He never

THE DREYFUSIANA collected

NEW IMMIGRANTS 
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Paris Military Court in 1894, 
Edouard Drummond's antt- 
Semitic weekly, ''La Libre 
Parole," demanded, in a style 
made famillar later by the Nazis: 
“Out with the Jews from France! 
France for the French!"* 

There are also manuscripts of 
pro-Dreyfus articles written by 
young George Clemenceau and by 
Jean Jaures, several letters by 
Emile Zola and one of the few 
remaining original copies of 
“L'Aurore” of January 18, 1899, 
with Zola's famous Open Letter 
“J'accuse,"" addressed to Felix 
Faure, President of the Republic, 
on its front page. 

Like most Frenchmen, Zola at 
first belleved in Dreyfus' guilt and 
he was still not fully convinced of 
his Innocence, when he wrote an 
article in the Paris newapaper 
“Figaro” sharply attacking the 
anti-Semitic campaign waged by 
other sections of the press in con- 
nection with the affair. The arti- 
cle, entitled “Pour les Juifs,’’ 
which appeared on May 16, 1896, 
described anti-Semitism as a 
ridiculous superstition, and con- 
cluded with an appeal for the rule 
of reason and tolerance. 

Zola published further articles, 
with more direct reference to the 
case, in '‘'Figaro'’ which, 
however, closed its columns to 
him when many anti-Dreyfus 
readers cancelled their subscrip- 
tions. Zola then published his pro- 
Dreyfus views in two brochures, 
“Lettre a. ta Jeunesse” and “Let- 
tre a la France," to be followed by 
his ‘J’accuse” article. 

-That Zola was not only pro- 
Jewish but even pro-Zionist is 
proved by some notes in the 
collection of his literary remains, 
edited by Maurice Leblond, his 
son-in-law. Notes show that he in- 
tended his Dreyfus novel, 
“Vérité,"" to be followed by 
another — provisionally entitled 
Justice’? — which was to 
describe the renatssance of the 
Jewish people in its land, 
Palestine.

THERE IS a valuable item in 
Hebrew in the Jerusalem 
Library's Dreyfus collection. It is 
connected with the second trial, 
the proceedings of 1808 in Rennes 
at the end of which, no doubt un- 
der the pressure of world pubilc 
opinion, Dreyfua was pardoned 
and released. This so excited 
Bliezer Ben-Yehuda, that he

DREADING whal we expected to 
be weeks of general misery during 
the long vacation, flve Jerusalem 
inuthers, all of us with three-year- 
olds al the same pre-kindergarten 
got tugether In the early summer 
and organized a playgroup. We 
agreed that each mother should 
devote one morning a week to car- 
Ing for the children during the 
kindergarten hours of 8-12. Get- 
ting to know cach other in the 
sionth before the holldays began, 
we did some thinking about how 
ta ran the group and occupy the 
ehildren. We decided, for exam- 
ple, that on her playgroup mor- 
ning. a mother was not to do any 
housework; that one mother 
should Invest in some blunt 
selssors and another in paints, 
that the ehildren should bring 
their own food, and that there 
should be no doling out of soft 
drinks and sweets. Our im- 
aginalions at that point did not 
stretch much further Into the arca 
of what the children's activities 


should be, 
Playgroups are perhaps 


easicst when they are organized 
by a set of mothers who Iike one 
another and share similar values. 
Naturally, this cannot always be 
arranged, bul there seem to me to 
be two essential qualifications: a 
love of children other than one's 
own and a tolerance of mess. And 
I would fight shy of any mother 
who declares that she has "aimply 
no idea" about what to do with 
five small children for four hours 


at a stretch. 

Actually, I thought — seared to 
death and up at the crack of dawn 
for my first morning — what do 
you do with them? 

The first irick 1 Jearned was to 
imitate their existing 
kindergarten routine, which, 
largely for the convenience of the 
teacher, js firmly structured. As 
soon as the children came in, they 
were offered a variety of con- 
struction games, jigsaw puzzics 
and some paper and crayons 
which were laid out on little tables 
and chairs which we had managed 
to dredge up for the occasion. 

Ifthe playgroup [5 planned for a 
summer or Passover vacation, a 
good addreas for borrowing equip- 
ment 1s a well-disposed private 
kindergarten teacher who Is tak- 
ing a holiday, State kindergarten 
teachers are strictly forbidden to 
take any equipment home. It is 
also worth cultivating anybody 
who works with computers, in 
order to lay one's handa on the 

-greal sheaves of paper which, 
after the machine spews them 
out, are gaily thrown away., 

The children liked to do 
different things at differant rates, 
but they could be working away 
solidly at varfous games for up to 
an hour, A major factor: in their 
enjoyment from the very bogin- 
ning was that they were playing in 
other children's houses and with 
other children's toys. As they 
went to a.different house every 
day, this appeared to be a cone- 
tant novelty.

Each of us found that our own 
child tended to become far more 
demanding when he or she was be- 
ing host to the group. I would get 
to the point of feeling wildly 
successful with the other children 
when I realized that my own 
daughter was squabbling, mis- 
erable and feeling generally left 
out, and I began to ask myself 
what the whole exercise was 
about. I overcame the problem, as 
did the other mothers, by giving 
her a sense of responsibility, I did 
this by getting her to help me set 
out the toys in the morning, dis- 
tribute them, hand out the plates 
and food for the ten o'clock 
sandwiches and drinks, and help 
the others wash their hands. This 
proved very successful, and soon 
one of the children would be say- 
ing proudly as they took their 
leave: “Tomorrow everyone Is 
coming to play at my house." 

What do you do when children 
start to fight? I had innocently 
thought that it was a question of 
distracting the aggressive ones 
and encouraging the milder ones 
to hit back. However, I thought all 
would be well when I said as haati- 
ly and as confidently as I could, 
“Bash him back — hard." She 
did, but then he hit her back twice 
as hard. 

After this incident I insisted on 
a token smack back; but then I 
stopped that in favour of a kiss for 
each combatant and an attempt to 
distract them, This is much more 
difficult than it sounds, and one 
needs steely determination not to 
give in to the loudest screamer. It 
is a good idea to keep a few toys in 
reserve specifically for distrac- 
tion purposes. 


THE MINISTRY of Education, I 
was amazed to learn, is “keenly 
Interested'' in the idea of 
Playgroups and anxious to en- 
courage any initiatives. Br. 
Nehama Nir, the head of the 
Ministry's Early Childhood Divi- 
sion told me that she was in- 
terested in playgroups as a possi- 
ble alternative: to the many 
mediocre-and-worse private pre- 
kindergartens, and generally asa 
way of getting parents to bécome 
“more actively involved in the 
education of their own children.” 

What, practically, is the 
_ Ministry prepared to do? I asked, 

“We can’t give any money, of 
course,” said Dr. Nir, ‘but we are 
prepared to give active counsell- 
Ing fo any . interested Parents."" 
This could mean, for example, a 
group of mothers meeting once a 
fortnight with Ministry super- 
visors, who would help them work.

OBVIOUSLY a Playgroup, es- 
pecially if it were planned for a 
year, would be far cheaper than 
an ordinary kindergarten, but it 
would still involve some financial 
outlay. What would Dr. Nir 
suggest? 

“Don't forget that children love 
junk, Old cigarette packets, 
yoghurt cartons and egg boxes 
can be wonderful things for 
children to play with.” Faney 
building equipment, such as Lego, 
was fine, ‘‘but not neccesary." If 
you do want to invest in jigsaw 
puzzles, however, Dr. Nir 
recommends five duplicates- and 
five different puzzles for a group 
of five children.

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UNIT PRICING FOR ISRAEL? 


WHICH is more cconomiea! to 
buy: a tin of sardines weighing 112 
grams for 113.50, or a Lin weighing 
120 grams and costing ILa.? And 
another question: which is a 
better buy — a 290-gram tin of 
beef goulash for 11.6.60 or a 430- 
fram din for 1[.9.757 

if you are a mathematical 
wizard, it may be possible for you 
lo answer these questions while 
pushing a shopping cart througha 
erowded supermarket. For most 
of us, It is Mission Impossible — 
even if we were to carry an clec- 
tronie calculator in our pocket. 

The answers would be easy for 
you, however, if Israel were to in- 
troduce a system of “unit pricing" 
such as exists in many areas of 
the United States and Europe. 
Under a unit-pricing law, food 
Stores are required to display not 
only the overall price of each item 
sald, but also its price per 100 
#rams, or per Htre, or whatever 
measure is appropriate. 

Under such a sysiem, the 
anawers to my maths quiz would 
be ensy. For sardines, the 112- 
gram tin at [L3.80 would be mark- 
ed "11.3.13 per 100 grams," which 
is obviously cheaper than the 120- 
gram tin at IL4., unit price IL3.33 
per 100 grams. For the goulash, it 
turns out that there is virtually no 
difference — the bigger Un works 
out al IL2.27 per 100 grams, the 
smaller at IL2.28 per 100 grams. 

Of course, this doesn't tell you 
whether your family prefers the 
more expensive brand irrespec- 
tive of price. But at least you can 
compare prices at a glance.

These wafers may 
perhaps be worth the extra price

order of expensiveness, were the 
“‘Jubllee"' wafers of Manamin 
(Haifa) — IL1.70 per 100 grams; 
Froumine — 111.62; C.D. (which 
is part of the Elite enterprises) — 
1L1.60; Man — Ib1.50; and Afifit 
(Nazareth) — 111.47.

I WOULD suggest a small addi- 
tion to this list, if you really want 
cheap chocolate wafers. Figure 
out for yourself the unit price of 
buying wafers in bulk from your 
corner grocer or in one of the 
open-air markets. Keep them ina 
closed tin at home. If they are for 
the children, the cheapest ones 
will probably do just as well 88 
those from fancy wrappers. 
Not all shopping hints from the 
U.S. are adaptable to Israeli con- 
ditions, but two of them are 
p applicable anywhere. If you want 
to save money, do not take 
children (or husbands) with youto 
the supermarket. And do not shop 
on an‘empty stomach — 
everything looks appetizing when 
you're hungry. In addition, it's 
wise to shop with a list — though!

LEST YOU WONDER whether 
unit pricing is really needed, con- 
sider Dr. Stich's experience when 
he went out to compare prices of 
chocolate wafers — what we com- 
monly call wafflim. At the Co-o 
Supermarket in Dizengoff Circle, 
he found seven brands — ranging 
in welght from 75 to 500 grams, 
and in price from 1L1.20 to 11.8.80, 
Packaging varied from a simple 
cellophane wrapper to a real box 
which could be given ag a gift. 
The results when Dr, Stich unit- 
priced the wafers per 100 grams

The book's main part Is preced- 
ed by 13 chapters of what claims 
to be “a historical survey of the 
Jew as fighter and soldier in the 
Diaspora."" Here, all kinds of tid- 
bits — not all of them relevant — 
about the Jews' situation 
throughout the ages are thrown 


' together. For example, an ac- 


count of the role of Jews in 
Napoleon's armies [8 followed by 
the assertion that the Jews helped 
to create the Dutch empire in 
Brazil in the 17th century — 
notwithstanding that they were 
not permitted to serve in the 
Dutch army and navy. 

The maln part 18 more 
systematically organized, but 
each chapter contains in- 
numerable anccdotes, personal 
stories, often controversial facts, 
without any investigation into the 
sources, and consequently many 
figures and dates are simply not 
correct. For instance, from 
among the 66,300 dead in the 
Polish army about 10 per cent — 
the Jewish percontage of the pop- 
ulation — were Jewish officers 
and soldiers, but not 32,216. But 
for the author the 32,218 Jews 
allegedly killed in battle ta a fact 
that “has never been explained." 

In the Bialystok region there 
never were 116 towns and townleta 
which allegedly were Nquidated; 
there were no more than about 30. 

The plethora of material in 
each chapter ts mostly reported 
uneriticaJly and unchecked, and 
consequently full of distortions 
and loopholes.

AS AN architect, ZV] HECKER has 
worked hard at combining acsthetic 
decisions with those thal deal with the 
dynamics of social, functioua! and 
economic considoratilons —-and in so 
doing, has achieved some exceptional 
bullding designs, uniquely structured 
hollows and architectural spaces. A 
disciple of the thinking of 
Buckminster Fuller (the prescient 
architect and prophet of geodesic con- 
struction}, Hecker has accepted the 
gospel of polyhedral design {eapecial- 
ly tetrahedra and octahedra volumes) 
asthe truest architectural form, ag op- 
posed to quadrangular design or the 
use of cuboids and rectangular solids. 

The polyhedral system was born of 
ἃ ealculated marriage of scientific 
Knowledge to a philosophical Idea. 
Hecker’s reasoning, like Fuller's, 
foHows the findings of 20th century 
chemical analysis, wherein nature's 
structures are all tetrahedonally coor- 
dinate in both organfe and inorganic 
compounds. Within the rigidity of 
Hecker's geometric massa, there thus 
exists an enlargement of nature, of the 
crystalline slructure and pattern of 
matter, 

Expanding his creative efforts Into 
the fleld of fine aris, Hecker continues 
his dogmatic dialogue with polyhedral 
forms by developing a sculptural 
treatise bullt on modular pieces. In es- 
sence, his artistic objective, like his 
architectural method, Is an attempt to 
extract from nature those universal 
elements that aupport life and use 
them as a basls for reinterpretation: 
or in other words, the recycling of 
primordial form into a contemporary 
visual language. 

Zvi Hecker’s table-top sculptures 
are precise, decisive, computable and 
pre-fabricated. Their unity, harmony 
and beauty are the results of 
analytical conclusions and not In- 
tultive judgements, Actually, they are 
three-dimenslonai constructions of a 
quasi-mathematieal nature, having 
been formulated on the drawing board 
and assembled into a unit of "factual" 
volumes that can be read and clearly 
anticipated. Real visual surprise or 
conscious wonderment 18 absent. 

Utilizing a regenerative formula, 
Hecker uses either the closed opaque 
polyhedra forms of chrome allver or 
pollshed bronze; or a transparent pon- 
icine. Bene of picxigiass. Alwaya 
joining the pre-prepared modular 
units bivalently (edge to edge in a non 
architectural method), Hecker's cont 
Poalttons rise or flower in a logical 
Sequence. The finished forms emit 
vibrations of a controlled symmetrical 
rhythm marked by sharp angular ten- 
sions and bold planar shadow for- 
mations. 

In contrast to the open core obelisk 
towers (see photo) which displace 
Space and sit firmly In command, the 
plexigiass stellate designs emanate 
from a nucleur void and cleave to 
aspherical volumes.

Although Hecker‘s art is architec- 
tonic, the simple infusion of slight 
change and contradiction allows the 
work to maintain its own Integrity and 
self esteem, Of special mention is the 
finely calibrated craftsmanship and 
good choice of materials. 

Tn his search for new avenues of ex- 
pression, Hecker has created a rather 
synthetic, but not eclectic, form. His 
product [8 almost dualistic in concept; 
where on the onc hand a subscription 
to logic and system is strictly in the 
realm of concrete art (88 expounded 
by Mondrian, Albers and Bill) his use 
of materials and surfaces, coupled toa 
sensitivity for volume and vold, is 
definitely Brancusian; one can easlly 
compare Meckcr's tower to Bran- 
cusi's 1924 bronze and wood “Torso of 
ἃ Young Man.”

SERIOUS DOUBTS are being ex- 
pressed by friends of ithe 
murdered film director Picr 
Paolo Pasolini about the confes- 
sion made to police hy his alleged 
murderer, ‘'Pino the Frog."' 
Seventecn-year-old Giuseppe 
Pelosl, alias "Pino the Frog," was 
arrested by police before 
Pasolini's mangled body was ¢lis- 
covered In a shanty area by the 
sea last Sunday morning. He was 
arrested for dangerous driving at 
the wheel of Pasolini's car and 
later confessed to the murder, ac- 
cording to police. ἢ 
A group of leading Italian in- 
tebllectuals, including the novelist 
Alberto Moravia and the painter 
Renato Guttuse, have issued ἃ 
statement claiming that the police 
veraion of Pasolini's death was 
not convincing. They believe that 
the multiple injurles inflicted on 
his body, and the ferocity of the al- 
tack prove that he was killed hy 
more than one person.
